PORTUGUESE ANOP INFORMATIONAL KOLE ATTACKED

[Text] (ANGOP)--As a followup to earlier accusations of a vast 
conspiracy against the People’s Republic of Angola, the DIARIO 
DE LISBOA for the 8th of this month included a commentary 
signed by Alice Nicolau and entitled "Conspiracy Against Angola 
Discreetly Confirmed by ANOP Agency.” 


Here is the complete text. 


"South Africa is the only country capable of confronting communism militarily," 


says Paulo Tuba, who is the new head of the so-called FPNLA--that is, Holden Roberto's 


successor. Once again, this news item was transmitted by ANOP, Portugal's national 
news agency, which continues to receive texts from the FNLA and also continues, 
eagerly, to transmit them. 


Tuba's statements were given first to the Spanish-language newspaper DIARIO DE LAS 
AMERICAS, which is published in Miami and which--although ANOP does not clarify 
this point--is naturally an “organ” of the anti-Castro gangs, a military reserve 
available to the United States for its acts of aggression against Cuba. According 
to Tuba, the South African struggle "against communism” explains the collaboration 
between "his movement” and the fascist recime in Pretoria. 


But the most significant feature of the "interview" is the indirect revelations it 
produces. The fact is that Tuba went to the United States--or, more correctly, to 
Miami--to coordinate the anticommunist struggle internationally with Cuban and 
Nicaraguan exiles. Breaking that down into small change, it means that Tuba and 
his accomplices are recruiting mercenaries from Miami's underworld to destabilize 
Angola. 


As was inevitable, Tuba displayed much gratitude to the Reagan administration and 
said that his FNLA's objectives are to overthrow the “Luanda government” and estab- 
lish a government of reconciliation. 








The reconciliation underway for now is still--according to Tuba--the one taking 
place between Savimbi's UNITA and the FNLA's new leadership, which has replaced that 
of Holden Roberto. Lastly, Tuba announced that he is going to have a personal meet- 
ing with Jonas Savimbi aimed at "their reconciliation." 


ANOP ends its telex by explaining that the FNLA, which was neutralized in 1977 fol- 
lowing the agreements between Angola and Zaire, "seems to be active again, and to- 
gether with UNITA, it is one of the movements opposing the Angolan regime." 


The above information, transmitted by the worthy ANOP, confirms the disclosures 

made by the DIARIO DE LISBOA on 22 and 23 December 1981 concerning the moves against 
the People's Republic of Angola [RPA] that are being prepared under remote control 
from Washington in the form of joint action by the new puppets in the FNLA and the 
old puppets in UNITA. 


We do not know whether the RPA should thank ANOP for this indirect and discreet way 
of informing the world of the plots being hatched against the legitimate regime of 
a friendly country, or whether it should ask itself what role that agency is con- 
tinuing to play in relation to the People's Republic of Angola at this precise mo- 
ment in which preparations are being made to end the freeze on relations between 
Lisbon and Luanda following the disgraceful shilly-shailying that we all remember.

PAST ERRORS IN WORKER SELECTION MUST BE CORRECTED

[Text] In his speech delivered at the main ceremony commemorating the 24th anni- 
versary of the start of the armed struggle for rational lideration, comrade Jose 
Eduardo dos Santos, chairman of the MPLA-Labor Party and president of the People's 
Republic of Angola [RPA], made some important comments concerning the placement and 
promotion of cadres. He said that “tasks which require thorough technical knowledge, 
especially those tasks falling within the scope of national reconstruction,... must 
be assigned to persons who are at least minimally qualified for them.” 


In the conditions prevailing in the present scientific and technical revolution, 

the problem of cadres is important to social progress, especially in societies which, 
like ours, intend to eliminate dependence and underdevelopment within a historically 
short period of time. That is the context of the decision by the Central Committee 
to “pay special attention” to this set of problems. 


The People's Republic of Angola inherited from colonialism an extremely high illit- 
eracy rate (about 85 percent of the population) and a low rate of schooling and 
technical-vocational training in the literate population (it is enough to point 
out that of the 4,000 students enrolled at the University of Angola in 1973, only 
5 percent were Angolans). To that situation, already extremely serious in itself, 
was added the flight of many Angolan and foreign--especially Portuguese--cadres as 
a result of the second war of national liberation and, it must also be said, of 
their opposition or indifference to the Angolan revolutionary process. Those who 
remained were the staunch Angolans and our true friends--those who understood or 
accepted the revolutionary changes. And many of them have committed themselves 
with conviction to the battle for justice and progress in the RPA. 


To deal with the situation--to get the country's productive, administrative, and 
service apparatus into operation--it was necessary, along with the hiring of coop- 
erants, to promote workers (factory workers, peasants and clerical employees) to 
positions of leadership and responsibility. Because of the historical fact of 
colonialism, those workers did not have the necessary skill and experience, but it 
was an objective necessity for the revolution. Errors were committed, however-- 
errors due to the lack of technical-scientific experience and errors caused by 
the burden of an intense class struggle between an enthusiastic proletariat in the 








process of formation and beginning to learn and practice the defense of its own in- 
terests and an urban and rural lower middle class--economically weak but also polit- 
ically well known by all of us--which aspired and still aspires to take the reins of 
power using demagoguery as one of its weapons. The rational use of existing cadres 
was not fostered (and if it was, they were not given the necessary and possible sup- 
port), and neither were the most honest and experienced factory workers, peasants 
and other workers always the ones promoted (promotions were almost always made in 
the name of the revolution, militancy, and subjective capability, and even in some 
cases because of backing by well-placed friends or relatives). 


To overcome the current situation and boost production and the national economy, we 
must correct the serious errors we have committed in the placement and use of cadres: 
we must put things in their proper place, and doing that means putting the right man 
in the right spot--it means assigning "tasks which require thorough technical knowl- 
edge to persons who are at least minimally qualified for them" and who answer to 

the objectives advocated by the MPLA-Labor: scientific socialism. 


It is therefore necessary to make rational use of national and foreign cadres (resi- 
dents and nonresidents) and support them by every means, to promote for compelling 
reasons experienced, honest and exemplary workers, and at the same time to lay the 
foundations for real vocational training for the workers (ranging from literacy to 
the higher levels of education) and take ample advantage of all possibilities for 
training junior, middle-level and senior cadres here and abroad. In short, it is a 
matter of implementing the policy laid down by the MPLA-Labor Party in its chief 
documents. If we implement that policy, we will have a body of national intellec- 
tuals in the medium term, and even more important for the country's socialist fu- 
ture, our intellectuals will consist mainly of workers and the children of workers. 
We now have the politicolegal conditions for pursuins a good policy for placing, 
utilizing and training cadres: the Marxist-Leninist party is structured, we possess 
a more organized government than we had in our early years of independence and one 
more capable of enforcing laws and having them enforced, and the social and mass 
organizations--especially the unions--are increasingly effective channels, because 
of their makeup and objectives, for participation by the workers and people in na- 
tional and social life, while legislation now provides broad rights for the control 
of production and distribution. We must therefore act in accordance with the MPLA- 
Labor Party's policy to boost production and the national economy and improve living 
standards for all of our country's inhabitants. 


Let us recall here the words spoken by our departed comride President Dr Agostinho 
Neto on 17 August 1978: "We in Angola have several problwms to solve, and one of 
them is precisely this: the problem of accounting in the enterprises. We must still 
deplore the fact that many enterprises, both agricultural and industrial, have not 
become accustomed to keeping books, rendering accounts, or even paying their taxes. 
This is a reality that we are experiencing in this country today. And it is due 

not simply to negligence or the carelessness of officials, but also to the shortage 
of qualified technicians who can keep accounts to record what is produced by the 
labor of factory workers and peasants." By acting on that basis, we can be guaran- 
teed of a real transition to scientific socialism. 


The struggle continues. 
Victory is certain.

NATIONAL PRIORITY GRANTED TO VARIOUS ENTERPRISES

[Excerpts] (ANGOP)--The Council of Ministers of the People's Republic of Angola 
recently approved the statute on enterprises considered a priority for the national 
economy as well as the list of the 101 units covered by the document. 


The statute, which has been published in the DIARIO DA REPUBLICA, begins by specify- 
ing the enterprises that are a priority because of their importance, at this given 
moment, to the success of the country's strategy for economic-social development 

in accordance with the guidelines approved by the MPLA~Labor Party and the national 
plan. 


Special attention is paid to the rights and obligations of the priority enterprises. 
For example, they will be able to vitalize social structures that seem advisable, 
they will receive priority treatment from organizations or other bodies, and they 
will be able to submit proposals for vocational training and take other initiatives 
related to their future. 


In the chapter on obligations, the statute states, first of all, that the priority 
enterprises must insure the imperative fulfillment of the goals and guidelines es- 
tablished for them by the national plan. 


The enterprises also have the obligation to insure the qualitative improvement of 
their activity, increase the efficiency of their production, and substantially 
boost the level of all economic and planning work. 


The statute also requires a rendering of accounts by the enterprises in question, 
and it recommends the application of sanctions to those which do not comply with 
that clause. The enterprises will render accounts to the Planning Office, which 
in turn will pass them on to the appropriate minister or secretary of state, who 
by 15 April of each year must submit a summary report to the Council of Ministers 
concerning the activities of the enterprises in question. 


The 101 enterprises classified as priorities include SONANGOL [Angola National Fuel 
Company], IMPORTANG, SONEFE [National Company for Overseas Projects Studies and 
Financing, Inc.], DIAMANG [Angola Diamond Company], NOCAL [Nocal Brewery], ENCAFE 
[National Coffee Company], and DINAPROPE [National Cattle Products Distributing 
Company]. Also included are TAAG [Air Transportation of Angola], ANGONAVE, 
CIMANGOL [Angola Cement], PAVITERRA, HIDROPORTOS, ANGHOTEL and Africa Textile.

PRIVATE FIRM PRAISED FOR NEW TV PRODUCTION LINE

[Text] A new assembly line for TV sets was inaugurated at Standard Electric of 
Luanda yesterday during a ceremony presided over by Minister of Industry Bento 
Ribeiro (Kabulo). 


Also attending the ceremony were other government and UNTA [National Union of 
Workers of Angola] officials and guests. 


After cutting the ribbon to symbolize the assembly line's inauguration, the minis- 
ter of industry made a leisurely inspection of the firm's facilities to acquaint 
himself with its operation. He was accompanied by Antonio Julio Goncalves, the 
firm's managing director, and the individuals referred to above. 


Standard Electric of Luanda is a private firm with a branch in Lisbon, and it em- 
ploys 70 workers. After receiving authorization to assemble portable and table- 
model TV sets in our country, the firm applied itself to training cadres with a 
minimum of skills for working at that task. The result is that the newly inaugu- 
rated assembly line is operated entirely by Angolan workers. 


From 50 to 60 TV sets per day are currently being assembled, and plans call for as- 
sembling 25,000 sets over the next few years. 


According to Antonio Goncalves, the firm expects to install an assembly line for 
color TV sets in our country within the next few years and a line for appliances 
(radios, tape recorders, and record players) sometime this year. 


Standard Electric also has a workshop for television repairs, and it will send some 
of its technicians at regular intervals to the prowinces where its sets have been 
sold to make repairs. But for that activity to be successful, it is indispensable 
that the spare parts be imported in advance. 


As far as social conditions are concerned, the firm's workers will have access to a 
medical clinic and a dining hall that are scheduled to open soon. 











In short, we can conclude that one more firm has been placed at the disposal of the 
working masses with a view to filling the gap that exists in the field of informa- 
tion. In this case, we will have two production units devoted to the assembly of 
TV sets, meaning that more people will be kept informed concerning national and in- 
ternational events, provided that there is a better distribution of those industrial 


goods by the Ministry of Home Trade. 
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KOMBOLCHA TEXTILE FACTORY UNDER CONSTRUCTION

Construction work is underway of 
the 180,096,000 Birr Kombolcha Tex- 
tile Factory which will become opera. 
tional in 1985. The capital investment 
for this venture is acquired from three 
sources in addition to the 95,648,000 
Birr (53.1% ) contributed by the Eth- 
iopian Government. Credits were made 
available by the governments of the 
German Democratic Republic ({;DR): 
55,024,000 Birr (30.6%); C-echoe- 
lovakia, 17,053,000 (9.5% ) anc! Italy, 
12,371,000 (68%). The Ethio 
pian Building Censtruction Authority 
(EBGA), in addition to carrying out 
the construction work of this giant 
factory on its own, is also the sole 
designer of the service buildings. 

The factory which will be produc- 
ing 22 million sq. metres of seven 
choice woven textile products with 
7,200 manhours annually. When com- 
pleted it will be having 45,100 spin- 


ners and 480 looms besides the dying 
aod carding and other processing ma- 
chines. 

The floor space of the spinning and 
ginning department is 55,000 sq. mt. 
The dying department will be :ccomo- 
dated on 12,000 sq. mt. while various 


service department will be erected on 
5,000 eq. mt. floor space. The area of 
the housing units for fectory emplo- 
yees is not disclosed as yet. 

The factory will provide employ- 
ment for 3,400 workers at the begin- 
ning, out of which 180 will be specia. 
lized, 510 skilled, 2,100 semi-skilled 
and 610 unskilled. To curb the shor- 
tage of trained manpower prospective 
workers at the factory are being train- 
ed at home and abroad. Currently 27 
youngesters are receiving training in 
textile manufacturing in the GDR 33 
are in Italy, 590 persons will acquire 
vision of the suppliers of machinery 
during the installation works. 

With the Kombolcha Textiles fac- 
tory becoming operational, the textiles 
production capacity of the country 
will be up by 22 million sk. mt. The 
government will be collecting 245 mil- 
lion Birr in transaction, sales, excise, 
profit and dividend taxes up to the 
year 2,000. The annual salary of the 
3,400 permanent employees who will 
be working at the new factory is esti- 
mated at 7,500,000 Birr. The fact 
that most of the raw materials will be 
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sipped locally will become a stimu- 
lant to the expansion of cotton grow- 
ing in Ethiopia. 

Kombolcha has been chosen as the 
site for the new factory in line with 
the government’s policy for equitable 
regional distribution of industrigl acti- 
vity and also its vicinity to a large 
cotton growing area — Tendaho Plan- 
tations — which will minimize the 
cost of transportation. The costs of 
marketing products will be also lesser 
since it is near the major population 
concentration areas — near a growing 
market for woven textile products. 

An important major factor, perhaps 
a determinant of the location for the 
new factory, is the availability of basic 
infrastructure such as communications 
and electric power and auxiliary ma- 
terials basic to textile manufacturing 
such as water. 

Lisposable Money 

The need for an additional textile 
factory, though it was felt early in 
1973, became ali the more. important 
in 1975 after the nationalisation of 
rural lands and urban land and extra 
houses which made disposable money 
available to the broad masses. 

The Ethiopian Textile Industry at 
the time consisted of 10 large factories 
producing roughly 23,000 tons of 
warp and yarn and 75 million sq. mt. 
of woven demand even ir the early 
seventies, For example, the supply of 
manufactured woven cotton fabrics in 
1974 was 70,448,000 sq mt. while 
demand stood at 79,804,000 sq. mt. 

It was so because the machines 
could not operate as efficiently as en- 
visaged, being of the early sixties vin. 
tage. Ti.> handicaps are not limited to 
breakdowns but also to subsequent pro- 
cesses. A technical study commissioned 





by the United Nations Industrial De. 
velopment Organisation (UNLDO) and 
carried out by the International Wool 
Secretariat (IWS) had recommended 
that new equipment should start being 
installed by 1977 if production has to 
be kept at the same level. - 

Even at the above mentioned pro- 
duction level the Textile Industry has 
mat its set goals of import substitu- 
tion. Domestic production which sce 
counted for seven per cent (7%) of 
the total demand for woven textile 
and yarn in 1955 reached an all time 
high of 98% in 1975. Over the period 
stated above the consumption of cot- 
ton fabrics rose by 40%. 

The income of the peasantry being 
on the increase due to the nationali- 
gation of lend which hed a wide 
ranging effect on the economic and 
aocial transformation of the rural

AGORDAT (ENA) — The re. 
building of development infrastruc- 


yesterday visited essential services be- 
ing rebuilt in the towns of Agordat, 
Keren and Afabet. 

The team first visited the water 
reservoir, the secondary school, hos- 
pital and transit refugee shelter and 
power generator in the town of Keren. 

Since the water reservoir has been 
destroyed like all other vital infre- 
structures, the people of Keren are 
presently using two water wells. The 
Relief and Rehabilitation Commission 
will soon provide a water pumping 
equipment and eight other wells will 
later come into service, according to 
Comrade Berhanu Tesfaye, regional 
representative of the RRC. 


, The Keren Secondary School, which 
was similarly destroyed, has since 
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been partially repaired and has be- 
gun giving service, according to the 
Director, Comrade Hussein Osman. 
Team members later spoke to repre- 
sentatives of mass organizations who 
are volunteering free labour to the 
rebuilding of the Keren hospital. 

Comrade Tsehaye Zerefa, Head of 
the Campaign's Power Task Force, 
said directives have been given for 
the purchase of extra generators to 
provide electricity to the town.

A spvxkesman for the 
SADF said in a statement 
in Pretoria the allegations 
were made by Mr Storey 
after a visit to Owambo 
last week. . 

He said the allegations 
included statements that 
the local Owambo popula- 
tion was suffering at the 
hands of the SA armed 
forces, that the Lutheran 
Bishop of Owamibo had 
documented every case, 
that every military victory 
by the SADF was a 
political fictory for Swapo 
and that every base 
demolished by the SADF 
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resulted in Namibians say- 
ing the Security Forces had 
killed their brothers and 
sisters and this led to more 
recruits for Swapo. 

The spokesman said in 
his statement: 

“It is obvious that the 
Reverend Peter Storey and 
the SWA churchmen with 
whom he had discussions, 
have either been misled by 
the stream of twisted 
propaganda emanting from 


that sinister tool of Russian 
expansionism, Swapo, or 
are in cahoots with this 
Marxist Organisation. 
WILD CLAIMS 
“Unable to show results 
in SWA — Swapo lost 
nearly 2 000 terrorists last 
year, yet cannot claim one 
square centimetre of SWA 
soil — they are now trying 
to whip up feelings with 
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wild and unsubstantiated 
claims of- atrocities which 
are willingly promulgated 
by their sympahtisers. 

The SADF is in SWA at 
the request of the citizens 
of that country to protect 
them against marauding 
bands of terrorists who are 
nothing but murderers, 
robbers and rapists.

NEW SWANU PRESIDENT DISCUSSES POLICY, PLANS 
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[Interview with Moses Katjiuongua by David Pieters, date and place not speci- 


fied]

NEWLY-ELECTED President of Swanu MOSES 
KATJIUONGUA, is a son of Namibia who returned 
home in May 1981, after spending 22 years abroad. 

He was born in Windhoek on April 24, 1942, a son 
of Theophelus Katjikuru Katjiuongua in the Aminuis 
Reserve, one of the late Hosea Kutako’s counsellors 
anc close confidants. 

A rebel from the start, Moses Katjiuongua left 
Windhoek for Aminuis to complete his primary 
schooling there. 

He left the Territory in 1959 to attend college in 
Bechuanaland under the auspices of Tsekedi Khama, 
arranged through his father who was a personal 
friend of the neighbouring country’s leader. 

“My father did not want me to attend the 
Augustinium because it was for him a Bantu 
Educational institution.” 

“After 18 months in Bechuanaland, the refugee life 
really began. Together with countrymen Katjimuina 
Veii and Hiatjikunga Kandjii he hit the road from 
Dar Es Salaam to Cairo, after passing through 
Rhodesia and Tanganyika, living in refugee camps 
along the way. It was a two-month trip through 
Kenya, Tanganyika and Sudan by boat, bicycle, car 
and on foot till he reached the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean. 

With the aid of a Swanu scholarship, he did a 
crash course in journalism in East Germany, return- 
ing after 18 months to work in the Swanu office at 
Cairo. After attending the fourth conference of the 
Afro-Asian People’s Solidarity Organisation in 


Moshi, Tanganyika in 1963 with three other Swanu 
comrades, he and Katjimuina conducted an extensive 
trip to China with Katjimuina, meeting Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung and the Prime Minister. 

There followed a short period as Swanu’s represen- 
tative in Tanzaria, then another visi* to the Far East, 
and after that the conference of Africa, Asia and 
South Africa in Havana, Cuba in 1965/6. 

Katjiuongua went on to Sweden to attend the Coi- 
lege of Swedish Confederation of Labour for three 
years. 

“It was a great experience for me, for it gave me 
the opportunity to get to know the conditions of the 
labour movement in the Western industrialised 
capitalist countries.” 

After college, it was off to the University of 
Stockholm where he-did a Masters degree in political 
science, economics, haman geography and 
theoretical philosdphy, refwaining, all the time, deeply 
involved in party work, including serving on Swanu’s 
external council which was then running Swanu’s 
work abroad. 

In 1978 he was awarded a joimt UN and Canadian 
Government scholarship to study for a Masters 
degree in Public Administration at Carleton Univer- 
sity in Ottawa. 

Advertiser Staffer DAVID PIETERS interviewed 
Moses Katjiuongua shortly after his election to the 
presidency of one of the country’s oldest political 
parties to take up the struggle for the indigenous peo- 
ple of the Territory. 

This is how the interview went: 


How does it feel to be 
Swanu President? 

It is a challenge and a 
heavy responsibility to as- 
sume leadership of the 
party at a point like this. 
The party not only has 

isational problems 
but the political situation is 


heating up. For example 
the new Prohibition and 
Notification of Meetings 
Act has added uncertainty 
to the direction in which 
things are heading and pre- 
sents a real task to be con- 
fronted. I am determined to 
take up the challenge of 
leading Swanu through the 
situation. 
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Swanu is a socialist and 
democratic organisation. It 
is revolutionary in the 
sense that it promotes 
longterm fundamental 
changes in the existing 
social order. In our view 
revolution should not be 


reduced to armed struggle 
alone. It is a question of 
changes and the means by 
which these changes are 
brought about. Both are 
means to the same end. We 
are socialists in the sense 
that we do not believe in 
the disparity of wealth as a 
basis for power and in- 
fluence in society. 





Our brand of socialism 
differs from the Soviet 
model in various ways, 
however. We believe that 
unlike the Soviet Union, 
socialism must have a 
direct say influence on 
policy formation and ex- 
ecution and not only the 
political bureau of the 
party must have the 
monopoly of wisdom. The 
people must have a REAL 
say and the right to par- 
ucipate in decision-making 
in both economic and 
political spheres, not mere- 
ly confined to a symbolic 
role. 

Young people’ and 
women must have an equal 
right in the determination 
of national affairs. The 
average age in the Soviet 
Politburo is 70 years. 
Where are the young peo- 
ple to whom the com- 
munist future supposedly 
belongs? Approximately 
25 percent of the CPSU 
are women, but have you 
ever seen a woman in the 
Politburo in almost all the 
70 years of Soviet power? 


Also, it is unacceptable 
that the top party leaders 
who preach egalitarianism 
should live in affluence 
while the people queue for 
food and soap. 

Swanu is democratic 
becaue it believes that the 
country’s political system 
should be openly discussed 
within a multi-party struc- 
ture. 

Voting in elections must 
not be a sham, but the peo- 
ple’s free vote must decide 
the fate of political parties. 
If all, the people decide on 
the same party, then a one- 
party system is_ their 
choice, but a single party 
must not be foisted on the 
people. 

Swanu believes in gain- 
ing political power through 
the will of the people and 
not in the form of a dic- 
tatorship camouflaged as 
“people’s power”. 


We believe in the public 
ownership as the basic 
means of production, in- 
cluding land, minerals, 
transport and large fac- 
tories. 

The public sector must 
be managed glong strictly 
decentralised lines 
however. We must guard 
against an overcentralisa- 
tion of the economy. 
Although overall policy 
formation must reside at 
the centre, operational 
decisions and management 
must be left to the in- 
dividual economic units. 
The formation of the 
cumbersome bureaucracy 
must be avoided at all 
costs. 

State economic policy 
must promote creativity 
and initiative. 

It is very important to 
realise, however, that for a 
long time to come, the ex- 
istence and significance of 
private enterprise must be 
taken into account. 
Generally nationalisation 
will be conducted in a 
gradual and systematic 
manner, not at a forced 
pace. 

Also, we must have peo- 
ple who possess the re- 
quisite skills to operate the 
nationalised industries. The 
implementation of 
nationalisation policies will 
also very much depend on 
how private economic 
enterprises behave. What is 
important is shat- private- 
firms must behave with a 
sense of responsibility and 
patriotism in terms of 
providing equality of op- 
portunity for training, 
remuneration and promo- 
tion, irrespective of ethnic 
or political affilitation. 

The same applies to the 
foreign companies in 
Namibia. Their role in our 
economy should primarily 
depend on one condition 
namely, that their activities 


here benefits the investors 
as well as the country. 
Namibia needs capital, 
but their investment must 
not interfere with our 
national sovereignty and 
must not be motivated by 
the desire to make big 
profits with cheap local 
labour and to take quick 
money out the country. 


We are looking for 
friends in the outsie 
world, not masters. 
Therefore we seek to re- 
main independent of any 
international power bloc 
and.free from any form of 


imperialism or 
hegemonism. 
What do you see as the 


All I know is that Swapo 
is fighting for freedom. 
Policy shifts on their part 
are so frequent that they 
produce certain significant 
inconsistencies. For  in- 
stance, Swapo’s changing 
policy directions have 
produced inconsistencies 
between its adherence to a 
parliamentary democracy 
versus its own claim to be 
the sole representative of 
the Namibian people, 
between its stated policy of 
nationalisation and joint 
participation by the State 
and private enterprise, and 
between a general policy of 
scientific socialism versus a 
mixed economy in indepen- 
dent Namibia. 

Swapo’s 1975 political 
programme is a virtual 
plagiarism of Swanu’s own 
which was released earlier 
in the year, almost word 
for word in places. This 
casts doubt on the 
Originality of Swapo’s 
ideas. 








What cbout Swanu’s 
programme of action? 

After our January con- 
gress we issued a press 
statement in which our five 
point programme for the 
short-term was presented. 
To recap, these are the 
strengthening of party 
cohesion and unity, widen- 
ing the party’s social base, 
seeking closer unity and 
cooperation with other 
political organisations 
fighting for Namibia’s in- 
dependence, and stepping 
up our opposition to the 
working and social con- 
ditions here under which 
the people have to live. 

Our long-term program- 
me is aimed at changing 
the entire existing order in 
Namibia. 

Concerning working 
conditions, there has been 
a recent upsurge in trade 
unionism locally. There 
has been for example the 
Chamber of Mines 
proposals for labour 
legislation to be placed on 
a different footing, the 
Private Sector Foundation 
is promoting its code of 
employment practices and 
Mr Solomon Mifima of 
Swapo D has set up a 
Trade Union Congress.

RAILWAY RATE HIKES JOLT ECONOMY

SWA IS bracing itself for the in- 


flationary impact of a general 15 per- 
cent tariff hike on all transport services 


as from April 1. 


Following the announce- 
ment of the hikes in the SA 


Minister 
Schoeman, 
SWA’s System Manager 
for Transport Services Mr 
Mike Myburgh issued a 
seven-page memorandum 
on the practical implica- 
tions of the increases in the 


Territory. 

The memorandum was 
released in Windhoek 
yesterday. 

Cost-push inflation, the 
international recession, 


subsidised tariff rates at 
Transport Services’ (TS) 
expense and the demand 
for higher wages by TS 
employees have all con- 
tributed to the hikes, Mr 
Myburgh explains. 

While the target is to 
gain 15 percent more 
revenue for Transport Ser- 
vices, tariff increases on 
rail, air, road, harbour and 
pipeline transport range 
from 10 to 19 percent. 

The level of increases on 
different services varies 
because not all upwards 
adjustments lead to higher 
income, Mr Myburgh ex- 
plains. . 

For that reason the in- 
crease on those specified 


tariffs that do lead to 
higher income, averages 
16,3 percent. 

A conscious effort was 
made ‘to narrow the gap 
between high and low- 
rated services, resulting in 
a 16,8 percent increase on 
Class | freight and a 20,7 
percent increase on Class 
15 goods. 

Average tariff increases 
on the different services are 
10 percent for mainline 
passengers, 12,5 domestic 
flights, 6,3 international 
flights, 19 percent on 
freight, 15 on _ livestock, 
17,5 percent on harbour 


traffic and 18,3 percent for 


Cost-push inflation is the 
major reason forcing tariff 
increases onto the Tran- 
sport Services, according 
to Mr Myburgh. 

Measured against a con- 
sumter price index of 13 
percent and  producer’s 
price index of 15 percent in 
SWA, the __ Territury’s 
Transport Services es- 
timates a 17 percent in- 
Crease in its expenditure for 
the coming year.

The recessionary decline 
is expected to reduce SA’s 
imports by five percent 
during the coming year, 
resulting in a greater fixed 
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cost load relative to ex- 
pected income growth for 
Transport Services, con- 
tinues Mr Myburgh. 

The Road Transport Act 
of 1977 has resulted in a 
steady erosion of Tran- 
sport Services’ income 
from cartage of high tariff 
goods. The percentage this 
tariff class contributes to 
the Services’ total income 
has dropped from 52 per- 
cent in 1975 to 38 percent 
last year. 

Because of the differen- 
tiated tariff structure and 


uneconomic socio- 
economic services 
delivered by Transport Ser- 


vices, it is unable to com- 
pete on the high tariff 
market. 

Transport Services do 
not have the right to refuse 
conveying low tariff traffic, 
adds Mr Myburgh, forcing 
the railways to transport 
thousands of tons of 
drought relief feed during 
the past nine months to 
farmers in SWA. 

Because the Transport 
Services have been 
operating at a loss during 
the current financial year, 
there is a considerable ac- 
cumulation in arrears to be 
made up. 

On services such as pas- 
senger traffic where Tran- 
sport Services already 
operates at a loss, the tariff 
increases are necessary to 
maintain the level of loss 
on an even keel. 

Mr Myburgh gives ex- 
amples of the tariff in- 
creases in SWA. The cost 
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per kilogram on various 
consumer items railed from 
Stations in SA _ to 
Windhoek are 2,5 cents on 
washing powder, $5 cents 
On sugar, two cents on but- 
ter, 1,3 cents on potatoes 
and tomatoes, 9 cents on 
flour, 2,2 cents on canned 
fruit and vegetables and ,7 
cents on margerine from 
Walvis Bay. 

Producers’ items show a 
similar picture, with in- 
creases of .7 cents a litre of 
petrol and .4 cents on 
diesel-both from Walvis 
Bay. Cement is up by ,7 
cents per kilogram, steel 
1.4, and animal feed ,7 
cents. 


Farmers are hard hit by 
the hike in livestock car- 
tage. From Windhoek to 
Mariental the tanff on 
large stock is up by R5,54 
per head and on small 
stock by ,94 cents. From 
Windhoek to City Deep 
the respective increases are 
R5,43 and .91 cents. 

Passenger tickets from 
Windhoek to Swakopmund 
are up by R2,50 First 
Class and 70 cents Third 
Class. To Cape Town and 

Road transport tariffs 
will mean additional rises 
in the cost of all com- 
modities to the final con- 
sumers away from rail 
heacis and added loads to 
farmers who willpay an ex- 
tra .96 cent per head per 
kilometre.

The Progressive Federal Party, although 
it won Sandton and Randburg, did not do 
as well as it had expected in Johanffes- 
burg.

There was even talk of winning as many 
as 30. In the event, it won 23 — only one 
more than it held previously. 

There was the consolation of winning 
Randburg and Sandton, but that wasn’t 
enough to make weepy Progfeds smile. 

Johannesburg was the prize they wanted, 
but the Golden City did not fall into their 
hands. 

Why so much store on Johannesburg? Be- 
cause it is the commercial hub of South 
Africa, the city of wealth and import- 
ance, the city with the biggest financial 
and international clout. 

By comparison, the two dormitory towns 
the PFP won are of far less consequence 
even in matters like opening public ame- 
nities to all. 

Sandton does not have a municipal swim- 
ming pool that can be opened to Whites, 
never mind Blacks. 

Randburg has four swimming pools. We 
doubt that it will open them to all races. 
But even if it does, it will not set an ex- 
ample for other municipalities to follow. 
It will be very much a local phenomenon. 

So what would we do if we were the PFP 
holding its election inquest?

We say it hasn’t, and that is why the PFP 
remains confined to the wealthy north- 
ern suburbs of Johannesburg and the 
generally well-to-do-dormitory towns of 
Randburg and Sandton and cannot break 
through into working-class areas. 

The National Party, which lost control of 
Randburg (it never had control of Sand- 
ton, which has had a non-political council 
until now) did not fare as well in Johan- 
nesburg as it should have. 

Two of its candidates had to withdraw be- 
fore the poll because their residential 
qualifications were challenged by the 
PFP, and it lost two seats in the election. 

The withdrawals can be blamed on party 
organisers allowing themselves to be 
trapped offsides by their opponents; the 
lacklustre performance in the election 
could be blamed on a party machine that 
wasn’t as well-oiled and as effective as 
that of its opponents. 

The party will have to close ranks, restore 
its volk-image and pep up its organisa- 
tion if Johannesburg is not to fall from 
its grasp, whatever groups it coalesces 


The Independent Ratepayers’ Action 
group can also be disappointed with its 
showing, having lost two seats, coming 
down from seven to five. 

It, too, was hit by confusion. Its candidates 
were expelled by the New Republic Party 
and former United Party voters were not 
sure whom to support. 
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Mr Obie Oberholzer, the leader of the IRA, 
will have to consider the future of his 
group, since on its own it can only be a 
waning force. 

The New Republic Party polled fairly well 
in the wards it contested, but only cap- 
tured one seat, via an Independent who 
could not, being a teacher, stand in the 
party’s colours. 

To the extent that it may hold the balance 
of power in the council, the NRP may 
ccnsider its intervention in the election 
justified, but one seat among 47 does not 
suggest any real strength. 

The Herstigte Nasionale Party polled well 
against the NP, coming close in one seat, 
but unlike Pretoria, where it increased 
its representation to six seats, it did not 
capture a seat in Johannesburg. 

Its potential, as a political force, was fur- 
ther underlined, however. 

To sum up, we do not think civic elections 
should be given undue importance, since 
relatively few voters take part in them;

VISITING FORMER BISHOP REPORTED MISTREATED BY SOLDIERS

[Text] This week, a Roman Catholic retired former Bishop of the diocese of 
Fort Portal, His Lordship Vincent McCauley, was made to test the life of an 
average Ugandan traveller on our public roads in Uganda. 


Bishop McCauley, who resides in Nairobi, Kenya, has been paying a visit to the 
church in Uganda. Among the people he wished to see was His Eminence Emmanuel 
Cardinal Nsubuga who is currently on a sick leave at the archdiocese's farm 

at Kyankwanzi in Singo county. 


On arriving at Lubaga, Bishop McCauley was given someone to take him to 
Kyankwanzi. The journey to Kyankwanzi was quite smooth eventwise. 


But on their way back, the Bishop and his companion met soldiers on the way 
trying to drive a large herd of cattle across the road. Naturally, the driver 
had to stop the car to let the animals pass. But the soldiers took offence 

of the driver's action and menacingly approached the car demanding identifica- 
tions from the occupants, and the latter obliged. 


As a cover-up the soldiers accused Bishop McCauley and his companion of having 
intended to crush their cattle. Of course, the harrassed Bishop tried to 
reason with them by explaining how such a suggestion was quite illogical 
since, if they had wanted to knock down the animals, there would be no need 
for them to stop in the first place, and worse still their lives and the car 
would be badly damaged. 


The soldiers then lost their temper and ordered the old Bishop and his com- 

panion out of the car and told them to stand at the side of the road for two 
hours as a punishment because, as they put it, the people seem not to appre- 
ciate the hardships the soldiers undergo while in the bush. 


Eventually, however, heaven knows why, one of the soldiers picked up a big 
stick and started smashing the windscreens of the car and later told them to 


go on their way. 


Bishop Vincent McCauley, since the time of his retirement as a diocesan 
Bishop in Uganda, has been working with the Catholic organisation known as 
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AMECEA based in Nairobi. During Amin era he helped a lot of Ugandan refugees 
in Kenya. 


This was his first visit to Uganda since the so-called “liberation war." It 
beshames every conscientious man to see that is how he has been treated in 


the country he served so well and whose nationals he helped so much during 
their time of great need.

POLICE SAID AFRAID TO TAKE ACTION IN CRIMES

(Editorial: "Thuggery on Increase in and Around Kampala"] 


[Text] For the past two weeks or so, most residents in the outskirts of 
Kampala city have spent sleepless nights due to what appears to be systematic 
attacks on the houses and homes of well-off and prominent people, committed 
by thugs very often dressed in military combat uniforms and heavily armed. 
These ruffians commit all sorts of other crimes during their "operations." 


Of all places, Lubaga village has been affected most. A recent case in 
point involved the home of one of the most prominent lawyers in the country-- 
one Paul Mpungu--of Mpungu and Balikuddembe Advocates. 


Mr Mpungu's home at Lubaga is situated not very far from Pope Paul VI Memorial 
Community Centre. On Wednesday this week at about 10.00 p.m. a group of no 
fewer than ten men arrived at his house. They fired several shots including 

a bazooka into the air. The shooting must have been intended to frighten 

and silence the occupants of the house who, on realizing that they had been 
surrounded, were raising alarm. 


For several hours, the houses in the area were devoid of electricity and the 
thugs must have known about it, for they carried with them very powerful 
torches. 


On reaching the house, these men in military wear broke into the main bedroom 
where they demanded for money from Mr Mpungu. He could only offer them 4,000/- 
which they said was too little. They then started piercing him with bayonets 
and nearly severed off his left hand thumb finger. Mrs Mpungu was also 
molested and sustained big cuts on her chest,head, hands and back. 


the thieves decided to satisfy themselves by looting almost all Mpungu's 
tousehold property estimated at over 1.2m/-. 


Mpungu’s said plight came only four days after the houseof one Jane Namugenyi, 
a teacher at Pope Paul VI Memorial Community Centre Domestic Economics School, 
had been similarly broken into and ransacked with similar assaults on the 
occupants. Again three days before that incident, the late Chief Justice, 
Benedicto Kuwanuka's house was raided, looting most of the house property 

and molesting the widow. 
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All these happenings have been duly brought to the attention of the Police 
and almost invariably the Police said they fear to venture out or to take 
any action as they believed that the so-called thugs might not have been 
"thugs" after all, and the weapons they carry are quite mightier than those 
of the police. 


It has to be recalled that not too many months ago, two security men from 

the police had been hired to patrol the area which was being frequently 
attacked by men in military uniforms, one of the policemen lost his life dur- 
ing these invasions. 


In Ndeeba, a vice-chairman of UPC in the area accompanied by his chairman 
and two policemen on patrol, was gunned down by men in military uniform who 
were carrying a bit loot from homes in Kabowa/Ndeeba towards Lubiri barracks. 


Whether these are genuine Uganda army soldiers or not, the authorities should 
devise means to protect the citizens and their property. It greatly scares 
many Ugandans when they find out that their police force is frightened even 
of executing its duties purportedly complaining of being ill-equipped weapon- 
wise as well as transportwise.

PAPER SCORES GOVERNMENT FOR ACTION ON JOURNALISTS

[Text] The government's efforts to turn Uganda into a "closed society" 
appear to be succeeding. Only two weeks ago, the only remaining international 
journalist, '.c Keath, had his accreditation documents as a f reign correspon- 
dent in Uganda withdrawn from him by the deputy Minister of Information and 
Broadcasting, Hon. M. Kisempo. The reason given was the standard one--lack 
of “objective reporting." 


Keath worked for a number of foreign news agencies including the BBC. He had 
not been ia Uganda for long as a journalist. 


The withdrawal of his accreditation came only a few days after a report on 
BBC about the murder of five worshipers who were whisked away trom a church 
Service congregation and shot dead just outside the church at Katiiti in 
Kalasa sub-county in Luwero District. (See 'MUNNANSI' NEWS BULLETIN of 
22nd January 1982). 


Keath, deprived of his credentials, brings the number to 8 foreign journalists 
who have been so treated and afterwards expelled from Uganda in the last 15 
months. Others were: June Decter, Nick Worrol and Camron Morton (all for 
BBC, London); Hugh Davis (DAILY TELEGRAPH, London); Norman Rees and his crew 
(Independent Television News), London); Tom Lancener (Voice of America); Mark 
Lee (REUTER, London and IPA U.S.A.). The two others, Allen Cowell (NEW 

YORK T.»”.), and Hugh Muir (Voice of America) w2re ordered out of Parliament 

on the »corogation day shortly before Christmas. 


Later, after Keath's disqualification, the Minister of Information and Broad- 
casting announced what he said would be the new measures intended to stop the 
practice of hostility to the Uganda government "which has been going on 
through the foreign mass media." 


i way, the government appears to suggest that there is a world wide con- 
spiracy by individual journalists or/and respective international news agen- 
cies to baselessly man Uganda's name. 


However, the govermment stops short of spelling out the possible motives or 


the benefits which such co-conspirators would derive from such conceited 
po ] icy ° 
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It looks like whatever sounds critical to the government's action or policies 
is regarded by it as nonobjective reporting. But, seriously, the government- 
controlled news media in Uganda (Radio Uganda, TV, UGANDA TIMES, SUNDAY TIMES) 
cannot be said to be reporting objectively. Almost nothing is ever reported 
favourably about the opposition in this country and a lot of nasty happenings 
in different parts of Uganda are never reported. The way the government runs 
these national news media is far the opposite, in principle, of what it would 
wish other independent news media both local and international to operate. 


To ensure that what the government considers "objective reporting" on Uganda's 
affairs is achieved, the Minister of Information and Broadcasting set the 
following conditions: 


a) foreign journalists must have an office of work and address in Kampala and 
not anywhere in neighbouring countries; 


b) a foreign journalist should never work as a stringer or a freelance; 


c) application for permission to work in Uganda must be forwarded through 
three ministries, namely: Information and Broadcasting, Internai Affairs 

and Foreign Affairs. Local correspondents of foreign news agencies in Uganda 
must have to be appointed in consultation with those same ministries; 


d) News agencies can appoint people, through the abovementioned ministries, 
whom they think are competent enough to cover events on their behalf. 
Such people must have proper credentials as well as established offices. 


Reading the above conditions one cannot fail to conclude that all news media 
agencies would be more or less under absolute control of government, and 
under such circumstances "objectivity" in reporting will only reflect govern- 
ment conception of it, which thus far is the wrong conception.

UPC REPLY TO SSEMOGERERE ON ISSUES CALLED INADEQUATE

[Text] In Dr Luwuliza-Kirunda's rejoinder to the reaction of the President 
General of D.P. on the crossing of the six DP member of Parliament to the 
government side (see UGANDA TIMES of 12/1/82). The minister said that the 
people joining the UPC had "noticed the direction the party was taking on 
national issues." 


Reacting to that one would want to find what satisfactory direction his party 
had taken on them. The current most bursting issue can be cited to the secur- 
ity (of both life and property); the rule of law; the economy; moral decay 

and other related social predicaments plaguing the country. 


(a) What satisfactory direction has government taken on security when nobody 
feels safe on the street, at work or even within the confines of one’s home; 
be it in the dark or in broad daylight. There is misery alfiost everywhere in 
the country, (e.g., Luwero, Bukalammuli where whole villages faces destruc- 
tion), largely at the hands of official government agents. 


(b) On the rule of law: The rights of the people do not seem to be suffi- 
ciently protected. This is evidenced since December 1980, by the number of 
private newspapers that have been banned, the number of journalists and report- 
es jailed or deported, the number of people senselessly deprived of their 
lives, and those who have suffered arbitrary arrests and illegal detentions. 

A small section of the population seems to stand above the law, and the 

govt. is behaving as if the barbarism this section perpetrates enjoys official 
blessing. 


(c) On morals: Both private and public morals have terribly deteriorated. 
People including many govt. top officials live without virtues--they kill, 
steal and deceive without remorse. 


(d) On the economy: Since the last general elections the depths of the 
poverty of Uganda have only been aggravated. There has been no economic pro- 
gress. The average Ugandan continues to be poorly fed, indecently clothed 
and unbecomingly housed. He lives in sub-human conditions. Only a selected 
few are enjoying material prosperity at the cost of the many. 














No one would therefore be persuaded to believe that persons have crossed and 
joined the ruling UPC because of the direction that party is taking on 
national issues. They have done so for egoistic or partisan considerations. 


Explaining the motives for their crossing all the six members (now 7) of 
parliament chorused "national unity" as the chief reason. One wonders 
whether unity consists in joining the one ruling party! But in the 1960's 
when repeated appeals were first made for national unity, similar crossings 
were made. Yet no unity was achieved, not even within the UPC itself, only 
chaos ensued. 


If the UPC be really serious with what they say about national unity and demo- 
cracy, they must acquire a clear idea of what is meant by those terns.

"eliminating Amin's men" has been on the tongues of our self-styled "heroes" 
more chorused by the UPCs. To most people's chagrin, many hard-core career 
civil servants and professional police or army personnel have been victimized 
to the extent of losing their jobs and/or being imprisoned simply because 
they were laxly labelled "Amin's men," 


The irony of it all is that a number of top political government officials 
in the present UPC-government did serve for several years in Amin's govern- 
ment as, of all capacities or status, political appointees such as Ambassa- 
dors, as Directors of parastatal and other organisations, as Principals of 
government institutions and schools, etc. We will only save them the en- 
barrassment by not mentioning names here.

UPC REPORTED FINALLY ADMITTING PUTDOWN OF OTHER PARTIES

[Text] For the first time two Ministers daringly came out and publicly de- 
clared in words what UPC policy has all along been in actions since the last 
general elections. 


During a public UPC rally in Ishaka town of Bushenyi District over last week- 
end, the Minister of Industry, Hon. Adoniya Tiberondwa "announced and explained 
the economic policies of the UPC government." He warned that in Uganda, "the 
political, economic and military power must be controlled...." by the UPC 
government (Radio Uganda Bulletin of 26/1/82). 


Expounding on that, the Minister advised and cautioned that "the business 
premises and eating places in Bushenyi District should only be left in the 
hands of UPCs because they were the only ones not hostile to the party."

Since then there ig hardly 
enough sugar for domestic con- 
sumption thus necessitating im- 
portation of sugar.

At 
worst in 1980, the price per kilo- 
gramme’ was about Shs, 500/- 
compared with less than one shil- 
ling in 1970. Today, it ranges be- 
tween Shs. 160/- and Shs. 190/- 
per kilogramme. There is, how- 
ever, a falling tendency of prices. 

This tendency is accompanied

LUGAZI Sugar Estate layed the 
foundaticn of Suear Industrv in 
Uganda. The estate which covers 
77,000 acres and at one time 
provided most of the sugar for 
Uganda and Kenva was reduced 
to mere bush and shrubs by the 
Amin’s murderous regime. 

The cutgrower scheme which 
= mushroomed aroynd the 

state completely collapsed. I 
ne marketing and transport 
problems. The outgrowers rz- 
verted io the production of sub- 
sistence crops which fetched 
higher prices and were readi- 
iy demanded on the 
local market. The scheme 
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constituted 5000 acres of sugar- 
cane. 

The Metha Grovp Interna- 
tional has resumed the ownetfe. 
ship of the estate as ® joint ven- 
ture with Uganda Goverrment 
which has 51 rer cent shares. 

When the new management 
took over in M2v 1980 the n‘a- 
ntation was nothing but bushes 
and shrubs. The management 
kas not cnly embarked %n the 
challenging task of rehabilitati- 
on of sugar cane p’antation but 
has also introduced erow'ne of 
subsistance crops and rearing of 
animals. 

The new scheme includes the 








growing of crops like beans, ero- 
undnnts, maize .cabbag-s, “ma- 
tooke” and breedire cows. pou- 
itry and sheep.

A lot is being done to reacti- 
vate the morale of the workers 
in Lugazi. The introduction..of 
the subsistence crops and animal 
breeding is a new venture by the 
Metha Group: as a form of moti- 
vation scheme. Farm products 
are soid to workers cheaply, for 
instance, a head of cabbase ccsis 
a worker five shillings. 

Labour camps which never 
used to have electricity havé 
had a !ighting system installed. 

‘Educat:on and health facilities 
are iricluded in the rehab “ation 
of Lugazi complex. The corpora- 
ration is to import medical cquip 
pment, drugs and medicines fot 
the hospital. Steps have been 
jaken to refurnish schools to 
serve the children of the workers 
free of charge. The corporation 
has more than 20 schools includ- 
ing a nursery. The plantation 
alone has 12 primary schools and 
one semor secondary school. 

Metha Group has introduced 
new managerial skilis. A techni- 
cal forum which comprises Sa- 
turday meetings of the entire 
supervisory staff has been start- 
ed. At these meetings, lectuzcs 
on agricultural field extensicns 
are conducted. 

This is intended to solve the 
estate problems on the spot and 
by combined brains, Research 
topics, training and new ideas 
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are also discussed. 

Different departmens hold 
meetings on Mondays 
and Fridays to plan _ for 
and review the success and failu- 
res of the week respectively. 

Little doubt that the new mea- 
sures will rapidly accelerate the 
rejuvenatron of the estate, 

The cutgrower scheme it to be 
revived at the end of this year 
or early next year so that by 
1984-5 it will be in position to 
supply sugarcane to the corpo- 


ration. 

According to Dr. V. Kaui, the 
Metha Group has started with 
tremendous vigour and ambi- 
tious plans. Metha looks ahead 
to making Lugazi a sugar comp- 
lex, producing refined sugar, al- 
cohol, paper ad baes. The ma- 
chinery for alcohol distilery has 
already arrived in. Mombasa, 
according to Dr. Kaul. 

The corporation has already 
embarked on research in sugar 
cultivation in Uganda; and expe- 
riments are being conducted. Dr. 
Kaul summed it up by saying, 
“The Sugar Corporation wilt be 
one the best in the World.”.

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LAND CRISIS REPORTED IN DENSELY POPULATED AREA 
Kampala SUNDAY TIMES in English 31 Jan 82 pp 9, 12 
[Text] Land shortage in Kigezi has reached a climax of crisis. 


This is an area occupied by 184 people per Sq Km, making it the fourth high- 
est populated district 2*ter Kampala, Jinja and Mbale with over 300 people 
per Sq Km. 


Located in the highlands of S/W Uganda, the population of Kigezi has contin- 
uously kept on outpacing the land available. This steady population increase 
is attributed to a number of factors, the high fertility rate of its women 
and the polygamist man have continued to double the population growth. 


With one man having more than three women, this has affected the high little 
land available to be divided into small scattered plots. [as published] 
This land fragmentation has affected the low productivity of land. This low 
productivity has further affected the increasing population in as far as the 
feeding is concerned. 


A number of settlement schemes had been embarked on right since 1945. This 
had eased some of the heavily settled areas. 


More settlement schemes in early 1960's further moved people from Kigezi to 
Ankole, Toro and Bunyoro since then people have failed to move as there have 
been no incentives to attract them into the new areas. 


Both voluntary and involuntary migrations have since then ceased. 


As such serious cases have continuously been reported due to land shortages, 
90Z of cases in courts are on land conflicts. 


Brothers fight against each other for land inheritances. Families are on 
conflicts for land disputes. Different Institutions rob land from people. 
The final outcome has been very bitter. 


Criginally the government land had been reserved for development projects. 
Such reserved lands could be exchanged for with the residents in case there 
was need. But this land has been allocated tc the Saza and Combolora chiefs 
plus a few well to do citizens. 
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Institutions have been forced to rob away the land from the peasants and the 
old who have nowhere to go. This has created a big gap within [presumably 
among] the natives. A good case is that of Kihanga Secondary School, in 
Mpato where land was grabbed from 20 people totalling to two acres. These 
were in compensations in anyway [presumably not compensated in any way]. 


Whereas the Saza Chiefs have continued to receive government land free, the 
peasants have continued to lose even the little they have. 


Such actions have planted bitter seeds in this society. 


The District Land Committees of Kigezi have continued to enherit rotter char- 
acteristics of the Amin era. Use of force, incompromise and unnully [as pub- 
lished] land reshuffles dominate their actions. Rough handling of the illi- 
terate and poor class on their land customar~ owned leaves a lot unexplained. 


These followers of the Ngorogoza regime have not solved land conflicts 
properly. The situation in Kigezi is still gloomy. 


The possible solutions to adopt in order to solve this tense situation in 
Kigezi could be to encourage voluntary migrations from the heavily settled 
areas to scarcely settled areas all over Uganda.

PRIVATE SECTOR EXPECTED TO CONTRIBUTE TO THREE-YEAR PLAN

[Text] The Government's three-year transitional development programme envisages a 
substantial contribution to the national economy by the private sector, particularly 
the manufacturing industry, says the Minister of Industry and Energy Development, 

Dr Simba Makoni. 


He told the annual meeting of the Bulawayo Chamber of Industries yesterday, that 
the transitional development programme would be announced in July this year. 


"We're hoping in Government that during the next three years the manufacturing sec- 
tor as a whole will achieve an average growth of 11 percent a year. 


"I must say this is the largest growth rate for any sector in private industry.” 


Dr Makoni said: "All other circumstances being satisfactory, including foreign 
currency and transport, the manufacturing sector will achieve the goal." The 
Government expected the private sector would contribute about 45 percent to the 
national economy. 


Describing this as "no mean contribution" Dr Makoni said it "expresses Government's 
recognition of the role of the private sector in the national development of our 
country”. 


The minister said it was Government policy to involve the public sector as much 
as possible in the economy of the country. But the Government would act "ra- 
tionally, reasonably, sensibly and at the same time resolutely and quite clearly”. 


Dr Makoni said such participation would not replace one by the other but there 
will be participation "with the private sector." The "major address" of such 
participation would be in the strategic and vital sectors of the economy. 


He said the Government would "systematically and very deliberately" engage in dia- 
logue and discussions with the private sector to reach an understanding on the na- 
ture of participation in an attempt to achieve the Government objectives. 


The minister said there was "no sinister motive behind the Government's intentions 
to participate in the economy other than simply to afford the majority of the 
people of Zimbabwe a greater realisation of the benefits of its economy". 
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There had been a "hesitant reaction" from some industries. 





"As I go out to visit some of the industries I have asked for some information 


about that company. Some industrialists simply refused to advise or they created 
a number of problems," he said. 


The minister said a takeover of any company would only be done through proper pro- 
cedures with adequate compensation. But the Government wanted a greater partici- 
pation of Zimbabweans in the running of the economy. 


Noting that there had been some positive response, the minister said there were 
still "a number of disturbing tendencies". 


"We do find a number of blacks sitting in plush offices, three telephones with 
direct lines and all that but when you ask the man what he does he does not know. 


"Ask him what decisions he makes, he does not know. He has not made any decisions 
of consequence," he said. 


Earlier Dr Makoni said the Government was examining a number of measures to improve 
the foreign currency situation which he described as "very difficult but not in- 
surmountable”. 


The minister noted that while there had been severe cuts in foreign currency allo- 
cation the private sector did not get the largest cut.

[Text] ZANU (PF) has created the portfolio of production secretary at provincial 
level to co-ordinate self-reliance projects, the party's secretary for youth af- 
fairs, Mr Ernest Kadungure, said yesterday.

[Text ] THE appointment of an ombudsman — as provided for in the 
Constitution — will please the people and disappoint those who 
abuse the authority entrusted them by the State. 

We eannot close our eyes and pretend that all ie rosy in our 
Government and gquasi-Government departments. Only those 
living in a fool’s paradise will vehemently believe that you can’t 
find a trace of favouritiem here, a traee of tribalism there or 
even s trace of nepotism there. 

The Government’s desire is obviously to remove any such 
imperfections.

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MINISTRY STEPS IN TO HALT RESEARCH WORKERS' STRIKE

[Text] About 100 workers at Kutsaga Tobacco Research Station, near Salisbury, 
returned to work yesterday after the Government intervened to end their strike. 


The workers went on strike on Saturday morning, claiming they were being wrongly 
paid the minimum wage for agricultural employees. 


"We are not employed by a commercial farm here. This is a research board and we 
should be paid the Government's minimum wage of $105 a month," said a member of 
the workers’ committee. 


They felt they were being robbed by the management which put them into two grades 
when they all did the same job. Those in the grade for agricultural workers were 
in the majority and "this is unfair and disappointing", they told an official from 
the Ministry of Labour and Social Services. 


According to the Government regulations, agricultural workers are those employed 
in the commercial production of crops including commercial forestry and horticul- 
ture. 


The workers argued that they produced crops for experiment and not for commercial 
gain. Because of this, they said the board should pay the minimum wage for people 
in commerce and industry. 


After a two-hour meeting with the Government representative, during which they ac- 
cused the management of practising racism, the workers agreed to resume work. 


The director of the board, Dr Iain McDonald, said: "We are carrying out Government 
instructions with regard to pay and I hope everything will be all right from now on." 


He said there were employees who had been with the board for several years and "we 
have always had good working relationship”. 


"We have always maintained good working relations with all our workers at our 
three research stations in Zimbabwe. I am very grateful for the help given by the 
ministry this morning in persuading the workers to return to work."

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I WAS ASKED TO QUIT BY PSC, SAYS TREACY

[Text] The former Attorney-General, Mr Brendan Treacy, yesterday denied that he 
left his job because of ill health and said he had been asked to retire "in the 
national interest”. 


"The Prime Minister was incorrectly briefed when he said that my health was the 
problem,” said Mr Treacy. "My health is fine. I have never felt better--ask my 
physician.” 


Interviewed at his home in Highlands, Salisbury, the man who has carried the bur- 
den of deciding which cases go to court for many years was philosophical about his 
retirement. 





"The chairman of the Public Service Commission, Mr Malcolm Thomson, requested me 
to retire in the national interest in terms of the Public Services Regulations," 
he said. 


"I complied with the request and I am certainly not bitter about it. Neither do 
I feel any bitterness against the Government. 


"Actually I feel relieved as the job was becoming rather onerous. 


Mr Treacy stressed that he had never been subjected to any political pressure by the 
authorities in deciding whether any case should be prosecuted. 


"The contrary was the case. Although I know some of my decisions were unpopular 
there was a complete lack of communication. 


"I would have welcomed discussion about any of my decisions, and if I had changed 
my mind after consultation the decision would still have been mine in terms of the 
Constitution. 


"No approach was ever made...but instead there were complaints to other people 
about my decisions." 


Asked if he thought the appointment of the Attorney-General should be political, 
he said: "In most countries it is. It used to be in this country many years ago, 
but it isn't any more. 
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"I have always advocated that it should be a political appointment. It should be 
someone who supports the Government." Mr Treacy added that he had supported the 
present Government. 


On his plans, he said: "I will be leaving the country and I will not be going to 


Ireland, where I come from. Other than that I don't know because I have had only 
about three weeks to consider what to do."
